Mexico City, November 29.—(4)— 


President Wilson not only expressed 
a desire to come to Mexico to estab- 


lish Mexican socialism constitution- 
ally, Excelsior declares today, but he 
can be considered the real author of 


article 27 of the Mexican constitu- 
tion, against which the American Btate 
department has made representations. 

These declarations are made in an 
editoria! replying to Washington dis- 
patches saying that the state depart- 
ment records contained no statement 
by Mr. Wilson that he wished to see 
a socialist republic in Mexico, as as- 
serted 17 Excelsior in an _ editorial 
Saturday. 

On May 24, 1914, Excelsior says, 
the Saturday Evening Post printed 
an interview with Mr. Wilson in 
which he niade several statements 
regarding Mexico, and which was used 
by Carlos Pereyra in his book, “Wil- 
son’s Crime.” Quoting Pereyra’s 
translation, the paper says Mr. Wil- 
son declared: ‘“Mexico’s fight has 
been a fight for land: consequently 
we are going to settle the agrarian 
question, following by example the 
steps of New Zealand.” 

The paper asserts that in New Zea- 
land all laws regarding land owner- 
ship are contained withta socialistic 
formula, limiting not only the amount 
of land an individual can own but 
niso the time of ownership through 
a renewable lease. This, it holds, es- 
tablishes the truth of its statement 
that Mr. Wilsvn favored a socialistic 
republic in Mexico. 


VIEWS OF WILSON 
GIVEN BY BLYTHE. 

Philadelphia, November 29.—(#)— 
The interview with President Wilson 
referred to editorially by the Mexico 
City Excelsior today. was published 
in the Saturday Evening Post of May 
23, 1914, and was written by Samuel 
G. Blythe.

DECISION FORESEEN, 
DECLARES NAPIER. 


Decision of the United States su- 
| eceme court in setting aside Georgia’s 
automatic firebox door law as invalid 
was anticipated, Attorney General 
George M. Napier said Monday night, 
by reason of the complication which 
the case presented at the time of the 
hearing before’ the federal court. 

“The crucial point was whether the 
boiler inspection act, conferring upon 
the interstate commerce commission 
the power to haye inspection made of 
locomotive boilers and their appurte 
nances prevented the various states 
from passing laws requiring protective 
devices intended primarily for the wel- 
fare of the engine crew,” the attorney 
general said. 

It was contended at the hearing, he 
pointed out, that the automotic fire- 
box door is an appliance which pro- 
vides comfort to the engineer. and 
fireman, as compared to the old-fash- 
ioned hinged door which must be open- 
ed by hand whenever coal is shoveled 
into the firebox. 

“Now that the supreme court has 
held that the federal boiler inspection 
act included the entire field pertain- 
ing to locomotives and precludes the 
various states from legislating on the 
subject, it would seem,” Mr. Napier 
declared, “that the interstate com- 
merce commission will require locomo- 
tives to be equipped with automotic 
doors to the fireboxes. The chief in- 
spector has already repeatedly recom- 


‘mended that sueh doors be attached 


to the fireboxes of locomotives. 

“Since the court has settled the 
question as to which authority, state 
or federal, controls, the brotherhoods 
will no doubt take up the question of 
having these appliances ordered for 
locomotives because they mean so much 
for the welfare, comfort and indeed, 
safety of the engine men. It is, 
therefore, considered valuable that the 
United States supreme court has 
reached a definite opinion on the 
subject.”

Statement Issued. 


At the close’ of the meeting of the 
board of directors the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce Monday afternoon, 
President W, D. Hoffman gave out 
the following statement: 

‘Results of the first 10 months ot 
advertising Atlanta in national mag- 
azines and newspapers speak for them- 
selves. The figures, 
new concerns brought to Atlanta, em- 
ploving 4,650 persons, and with an- 
nual pay rolls of more than $7,000,000, 


papers and all around the country, 
several days ago. KEiditorial comment 
has been made by newspapers all over 
the country. The Atlanta advertis- 
ing campaign has proved a distinct 
success, 


“Certainly, when it is realized that 
results of advertising are cumulative 
in their character; that advertising 
of any product, any commodity, any 
community, must be continuous to 
achieve the greatest benefits, it can 
be understood that Atlanta could not 
afford to have a break in her program 
of advertising. It must go straight 
ahead. Therefore, the directors of 
the chamber of commerce have enthusi- 
astically agreed that the advert’sing 
shonld go on without interruption. 


“This made it necessary for the 
campaign for funds to begin at once. 
In all the discussions relative to the 
amount to be raised and invested, 
there has been only one idea—to in- 
yest more instead of less.

Macon, Ga., November 29.—(#)—A 
prediction that America would some 
day “rise to greet heights and Ameri- 
ca in peace fight for peace as in 1917 
it fought for victory in war,” was made 
here tonight by Josephus Daniels, 
former secretary of tle navy in the 
cabinet of Woodrow Wilson, in-a lee- 
ture at Wesleyan college on Adaaitne 
the buck.” 

Mr. Daniels spoke particularly of the 
Wilson administration, with which he 
was so closely connected. 

At the outset he stated that it was 
rentirely too soon as yet to get any- 
thing like clear perspective of tue 
world war as most of its characters 
were living yet. 

“And not only is the question, who 
brought on the war, the cause for 
much shifting of responsibility, but 
in later years, who has kept us out 
of peace. 

“To Paris, after the close of actusl 
warfare, went representatives of the 
great nations of the earth. Around 
the table at the peace party there sat 
the most distinguished group of states- 
men ever assembled, I believe.” 


Mr. Daniels then told of a visit. he 
made to Woodrow Wilson during the 
last few weeks of the president's life. 
He said that he was talking with the 
president about the situation in Amer- 
ica—how the people had seemed to for- 
get peace and the principles for which 
the war had been fought as a sea of 
jazz and frivolity engulfed them.

“sreat queen,” although, of course, 
there can be no comparison in impor- 
tance between the two countries. Po- 
litically, the Balkan states are some- 
thing more than twenty-five years be- 
hind the times, and the regency of 
Rumania would offer a degree of per- 
sonal control to the queen that the 
British monarchy did not enjoy even 
in Victoria's time, still less today. A 
regency is, in fact, a temporary as- 
sumption of regal power by one person 
or persons on behalf of another who is 
not yet capable of exercising it. While 
it obtains, it is a power qualified only 
to the extent that the normal power of 
the throne is limited. A regency car- 
ries with it the double responsibility 
of administration and the handing over 
intact of a heritage. With Queen Vic 
toria’s example before her, there is 
no reason to suppose that Queen Marie 
would fail te exercise a benevolent 
stewardship on behalf of her grandson. 

It is, however, the international 
aspect of Balkan complexities that 
chiefly interests the rest of the world. 
With Germany temporarily out of the 
way, Russia assumes a new and sin- 
ister significance. For all its superfi-

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VISITS STATE JAILS 


For the first time since the state 
board of public welfare has been es- 
tablished the jail inspection depart- 
ment of the board has been able to 


visit every jail in Georgia during the 
fiscal year, it was announced Mon- 


ay. 

“One hundred per cent of the coun- 
ty jails have been visited by the state 
board of public welfare during 1926,” 
it was announced by Hugh N. Fuller, 
assistant secretary of the board. 

“This means that members of our 
staff or a representative of the de- 
partment has visited every one of the 
county jails in the 161 counties of 
the state at least once and that by 
December $1 there will be available 
for every county a report on the con- 
dition of its jail with recommenda- 
tions for any needed change. 

“In many cases the jail of a par- 
ticular county has been visited as 
many as two, three, four and even 
more times during the year in order 
to obtain necessary information upon 
which a fair and constructive report 
could be based as well as to enable 
the department to assist the county 
in carrying through its plans for im- 
provement,” further states Mr. Fuller. 
“Most of these reports have already 
een forwarded to the county commis- 
sioners, sheriffs, superior court judges 
and grand juries and the remaining 
few are being prepared and will be 
forwarded before the end of the year. 

“Much of the constructive work 
done in the Georgia jails has been due 
to the untiring efforts of committees 
of local citizens who have accepted 
the recommendations regarding the jail 
as the goal of their efforts and have 
prevailed upon forward thinking coun- 
ty officials to place these recommen- 
dations into effect. 

_ “Taken as a whole, 1926 finds the 
jails of Georgia far cleaner and safer 
places to be confined while awaiting 
trial than they were in 1920.”

Taxable values of real and personal 
property in the city of Atlanta will 
show an increase of $10,000,000 in 
1927 over those of 1926, according to 


an estimate Monday by the city board 
of tax assessors. 

Half this amount is in personal 
property while the remainder is in 
real estate. The value of all property 
is carried on the books as of January 
81 of the year in which ad valorem 
taxation is made, and it is possible 
that a slight increase in this figure 
may be made when the board again 
surveys the city soon after the first 
of the year. 

Assessed valuation of personal prop- 
erty in 192% was $90,000,000, but the 
city council finance committee esti- 
mated it at $5,000,000 m_re, and in 
accordance with estimates Monday of 
W. A. Hancock, senior member of ‘he 
board of assessors, the finance com- 
mittee’s appraisal may be fully 
realized. 

Mr. Hancock stated that he believes 
that the taxable values estimated at 
the first of the year by the finance 
committee is a fair valuation, and that 
the board does not contemplate rais- 
ing the assessment above that esti- 
mate. 

Almost all increase in real prop- 
erty is the direct result of improve- 
ments on the property, denoting a 
healthful and prosperous city, 1t was 
declared. 

“When I[ first came into office 10 
years ago the assessed value of real 
estate was about $170,000,000,” Mr. 
Hancock said. “There has been a 
steady increase until the value in 1927 
will be more than $100,000,000 in ex- 
cess of this figure. 

“The office has made even greater 
strides in bringing to the tax books 
personal property subject to taxation. 
Ten years ago, $47,700,000 represent- 
ed the assessed value of personalty. 
This year the assessed . value was 
practically doubled.”

There ig no way for north to tell 
whether the combined hands will work 
better at no trump or at spades.

Reliable statistics prove that 
under such conditions there are as 
many cases of no trump gaimes as of 
spade games; and some have, there- 
fore, contended that there is no bene- 
fit in. taking-out. The answer to this 
is that a plaver with a strong hand, 
sitting opposite a no trump, should 
not be satisfied with fifty per cent 
success; he should make game prac- 
tically every time by bidding the ma- 
jor and giving the partner the option 
between that and no trump. The take- 
out guarantees help for the no trump 
either in the major, or on the side 
or both: and the no trumper can re- 
bid the no trump if he does not like 
the major.

Announcing a democratic program of 
action for the short congressional ses- 
sion, Senator Robinson, Arkansas, the 
minority leader, declared today that 
particular attention would be given 
farm relief, tax reduction and legisla- 
tion to prevent corrupt practices in 
senatorial primaries. 

The democrats, he said, stand ready 
to cooperate in the establishment of a 
liberal policy for the relief of agricul- 
ture, and it is “unfair” for the admin- 
istration leaders to attempt to “shift 
responsibility for the prospective fail- 
ure” to enact adequate farm relief. to 
democrat members from the south, 

Farmers Must Control. 

“From my standpoint, any machin- 
ery authorized by national legislation 
for dealing with surplus agricultural 
products,” he added, “should be set 
up and maintained by the farmers 
themselves, for through their coopera- 
tive and voluntary action alone can 
limitation of production essential to 
the maintenance of just prices over a 
long period be accomplished.” 

The democratic leader declated the 
administration's tax credit propesal 
would violate fundamental principles 
of government and would constitute 
an undeserved gratituity of many large 
taxpayers. 

“The democratic theory of taxation 
is that the taxing power must be eim- 
ployed only to the extent required for 
necessary revenues,” he said. “It fol- 
lows that since the present laws pro- 
duce an excess of revenues these laws 
as a matter of right and justice should 
be reformed to as to eliminate irksome, 
vexatious and unnecessary tax charges. 
A mere refund is not only unjust, but 
it is to be condemned because it does 
not safeguard the future against un- 
necessary tax charges.’ 

Tariff Reduction. 

Tariff reduction, in Senator Robin- 
son's opinion, should be included, as 
it would reduce the cost of living, stim- 
ulate foreign commerce of friendliness. 

“Fraudulent practices with respect 
to the recent election of senators in 
‘certain states transcends any mere 
question of political expediency,” he 
said, “and demands decisive action for 
the protection of the senate agairst 
the impeachment of its honor and the 
impairment of its influence.”

“Chinese business men and traders 
appear to possess an ability to do 
business under any conditions,”  de- 
clared Mr, Watson. “As evidence of 
this, the foreign trade of China has 
not been, in total. volume, impaired 
to any appreciable extent during the 
past two years of country-wide politi- 
eal upheaval and strife. Through the 
introduction of foreign manufactured 
goods and through touch with the 
western world, China has developed 
into a steady market for, many varie- 
ties of American manufactures. 
Chinese buyers are good traders and 
there is a growing tendency amongst 
them. as their knowledge of foreign 
trade increases, to secure their needs 
through the least expensive cliannels. 
China is perhaps one of the most 
competitive markets in the world, be- 
ing situated as it is about equidistant 
from the large manufacturing centers 
of Kurope and America. ‘The present 
unsettled conditions in China have 
tended to alter to some extent distri- 
bution of imports and exports in that 
country.” 

Mr. Watson has spent the past five 
years in China’ representing the 
United States government at Pekin, 
Tientsin, Shanghai and Canton and 
has seen considerable fighting be- 
tween the warring factions. 

He is a native Georgian, born in 
Decatur, and received his college 
training at Georgia Tech, afterwards 
taking post-graduate work at George- 
town -university school of foreign 
commerce in Washington.

VI. FOOLING VANDERBILT. 
BY DR. M. 8S. BENNETT, 
Pennsylvania, Head Coach, University 
of the South, 

There is no question in my mind 
but that the most spectacular play of 
my entire experience on the gridiron 
came in the 1924 Thanksgiving game 
between Vanderbilt and the University 
of the South, or Sewanee, as the lat- 
ter is more popularly known. § It 
changed what looked like a defeat into 
a smashing victory. 

In 1924 Red Grange and the Illi- 
nois team were making football his- 
tory in the west and looked to be 
champions until they ran up against 
Minnesota. The latter team licked 
the Illinois crew 21 to 0, shocking the 
entire country by a reversal. A week 
later a greater shock was given the 
football fans when Vanderbilt, coach- 
ed by Dan MeGugin, went to Minne- 
apolis and downed the conquerors of 
Illinois in a spectacular game by a 
score of 20 to 7. Vanderbilt showed 
a brilliant team, the like of which 
had seldom been seen in the middle 
west, and completely sgnothered Min- 
nesota though outweighed many 
pounds to the man. 

The Thursday following this defeat 
of Minnesota, Vanderbilt was called 
upon to go against Sewanee, which I 
coached, . It was the climax of the 
season. The Sewanee Tigers § had 
made a favorable record, but Vander- 
bilt was a decided favorite. This is 
one of those old-time rivalry contests 
where a spirit of “do or die” pre- 
vails. If Sewanee could win it meant 
a completely successful season and so 
the boys. went into the fight with a 


‘rare spirit of determination. 


Early in the game Sewanee scored 
a touchdown through its famous 
triple pass, a play about which. much 
has been written. The goal was kick- 
ed and the score stood 7 to 0 in our 
Vanderbilt was heavier than 
Sewanee and kept fighting like 
demons, pushing the lighter team back 
until in the third quarter it began to 
appear that she would win. Sewanee, 
holding the lead well into the fourth 
quarter, played a defensive game by 
kicking on first or second down. 

Finally, in the fourth quarter, Vgn- 
derbilt was foreed to kick. Ryan 
punted over the goal line and the ball 
was Sewanee’s on her 20-yard line. 
Sewanee lined up in punt formation, 
but this time Barker, the quarter- 
back, crossed Vanderbilt with a thrust 
at the line, It did not do much. On 
the second down Barker received the 
ball from the center and apparently 
passed it to Harris, a halfback, for a 
smash off tackle. McKibbon, the 
Vanderbilt tackle, saw Harris coming 
and made a beautiful tackle. But 
Harris did not have the ball. 

Instead of passing it to the back 
Barker held it and when MeKibbon 
jumped forward to tackle Harris he 
shot through the hole left by MeKib- 

n, dodged the secondary support 
and started down the field for a 
touchdown. Every Sewanee player 
got into the play. doing just what he 
had been coached to do, with the re- 
sult that every Vanderbilt defender 
was put out of commission and two 
interferers were left to aid Barker. It 
looked like a sure touchdown and 
should have been. 

But McKibbon, when he realized he 
had been fooled, jumped to his feet 
and with a great burst of speed caught 
Barker, tackling him from _ behind 
when he had gained 45 yards, Mce- 
Kibbon simply flew on this run and 
his tackle was as spectacular as was 
the play which fooled him. ‘The run 
of Barker had taken the ball out of 
Sewanee territory into that of Van- 
derbilt and made possible another at- 
tack which netted another touchdown, 
which with a goal from field, gave the 
game to Sewanee.
